1. TODAY BEING FRIDAY AND LOCAL WEEKEND, TRANSLATION 
OF NOTE AND ITS DELIVERY AT A RESPONSIVE LEVEL OF 

MFA PRESENT PROBLEMS. HOWEVER, THE NOTE 
WILL BE DELIVERED EARLY THIS AFTERNOON TO MFA 
DUTY OFFICER WITH REQUEST TO BRING IT TO ATTENTION OF 
HIGHEST AUTHORITIES ASAP. WHETHER THEY WILL IN FACT 
RECEIVE IT AT THAT LEVEL, OR FOCUS ON IT, 

UNTIL OPENING BUSINESS SEPTEMBER 15, IS PROBLEMATICAL,
